The plaintiff sued for the loss of services, 
medical expenses, etc., caused by an injury 
to his son, a minor. The evidence tended to 
ghow that the boy, while stealing a ride inside 
of a freight car on the Missouri Pacific was 
discovered by a brakeman, who ordered 
him offthe car. The train was in motion near 
Webster at the time, and the boy came to the 
ladder at the end of the car and went down to 
the lower rail. He objected to jumping off, 
put the brakeman insisted and stepped on his 
fingers. The boy was forced to get off, 
and he was injured in doing 
so. The Court instructed the jury 
that although the boy was a trespasser the 
company’s employes, in putting him off the 
train were bound to exercise ordinary care to 
dosoinaplace and manner reasonably safe 
to lite and limb, regard being had to all the 
facts and circumstances in evidence, and that 
if they failed to exercise such care 
and put him off in the dark while 
the train was in such rapid motion 
that it was dangerous to get off, and thut 
thereby the boy was injured, the jury should 
then find for the plaintiff. The jury did return 
a verdict for the plaintiff. 

The Court, passing upon the motion for new 
trial, says: Although the boy was & tres- 
passer on the train,this did not give employes 
in charge of the train the right to put him 
off anywhere and in any manner. In putting 
him off they were bound to exercise care to do 
so in a manner and at a place reasonably safe. 
The jury has found that such care was not

A VALUABLE COLLECTION. 


| Curiosities From the Land of the Zunis for 
an Eastern Museum. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DIsPaTcH. 

SALEM, Mass., May 2.—Several car-loade of 
curiosities from the land of the Zunis are en 
route to this city, where Mrs. Augustus Hem- 
ingway is about to establish an extensive 
museum of such antiquities. Mr. Cushing, 
the Zuni explorer, has uncovered a buried 
city for a distance of three miles. It was evi- 
dently destroyed by some mighty upheaval 
ot nature ages ago. There are miles of ir- 
rigating canals, streets and houses, 


while here and there in the ruins of 
the latter, as in Fompeli, is the skele- 
ton, of a sbapeless inmate whose escape 
was cut off. The city is within 200 miles of 
the Gulf of California, off a branch of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad. Prof. Morse, 
who has returned, brings back most interest- 
ing descriptions of the region. One of the 
most interesting carlosities found in a pot of 
ashes in the buried city was a shell of the 
exact shape of that of the quahaug, though 
artaklne of the finer oharacteristics of 
he bivalves of the tropics. On the upper 
surface of this shell is iniaid with 
wonderful delicacy the exact picture of a 
frog in native turquois and red and biue 
stones. The outline of the head, eyes, stom- 
ach and legs is most perfect. The back of 
the shell is perfectly smooth and in its natu- 
ral condition. It is believed that this was a 
sacred emblem of the peculiar people who 
perished in the city. The Hemingway Indian 
collection promises to be one of the largest 
and most valuable in this country.

4 VETERAN'S EXPERIENCE IN NEW YORK IX 


THE EXCITING DAYS OF 1863. 


capt. Dart Relates a Lively Episode of That 

ance—How to Deal With a Mob, 
ow Not to Deal With It—Fatal R- 
guys Attending Mistaken Mercy — Why

tation That Cost Scores of Lives. 


6. O. Dart of Little Rock, Ark., formerly a 
sptain in a New York regiment, who has 
geen in the city for some days past, remarked 
to a PosT-DISPATOM reporter at the Southern 
Hotel. I recently met a gentleman in this 
city who recalled tomy mind one of the most 


exciting scenes I ever passed through; the 

draft riot in New York in 1863. I was in hos- 
pital with a wound, and was just about leav- 
ing for the front when the riots broke out and 
was pressed into the service of a hastily or- 
ganized body of militia. We had little to do 
for the first two days, but on the third I 
learned what a mob was like, how it should be 
dealt with, and how it should not be dealt 


with. 
ENCOUNTER WITH THE MOB, 
„On the afternoon of July 6, I believe it 
was, three companies of us received orders to 
march at once to a street not far from Printing 
Mouse Square, where a large body of rioters 
pad assembled, and were robbing the houses 
and threatening violence. We started off 
with two six-pounder Napoleons, our 
force being about 250 strong. When 
we arrived on the scene of action, I saw be- 
fore me the street packed with a dense crowd 
of men, and among them perceived a great 
many women, and alsd many boys. As the 


head of the column appeared there was a 
backward movement in the crowd, and 
the few policemen, who had scarcely 
been Ahle to hold their own, 
made a forward rush, and drove 
the rioters abouttwo squares. At this point 
an officer of the famous Iron Brigade, who 
had joined the command asI had, went to the 
Major, a militia man named Robertson, and 
asked himtomake a bayonet charge, which 
would have at once cleared the streets without 
— to either party. This the Major refused to 
ut balted the column and trained the two 
Sold pleces on the crowd. In an instant the 
retrograde movement ceased; the rioters be- 
gan to advance; every side etre et sent its con- 
tingent, heads appe ared at every window,and 
in a few minutes brickbats began to fly. Maj. 
Robertson warned the crowd he would fire, 
end had his men with their hands on the lan- 
yards of the cannon. We knew that they 
were loaded with powder alone, and begged 
the Major not to encourage the rioters by any 
such child’s play. But he rsisted, and 
after a second warning ordered his canoneers 
tofire. For an instant the crowd fell back, 
but when they saw that no one was hurt such 
a yell went up as I never heard before or 
since. 
ENCOURAGING THE RIOTERS. 

„They don’t dare shoot; don’t be afraid,’ 
was the cry, and pistol- balls were added to the 
cobble-stones and brickbats with which we 
were assailed, while in every window along 
the street a rioter was seen, either fring on us 
or throwing whatever he could lay his hands 
on. Men began to drop pretty fast, and at last 
we began to lose patience. One Tellew in par- 
ticular had crawled to the edge of the roof of 
a neighboring house, and was pushing the 
| slates upon the troops below. 4 tall fellow 

f‘uet behind me raised his piece, took careful 
aim, and fred. At the report of the musket 
the yelle ceased for an instant, the man at 
whom the shot had been aimed lurched for- 
ward, clutching the lightning rod, 
swung in the air for a moment, 
und dropped, turning over and over 
as he fell and finally striking the 
pavement with asickening thud. It was on! 
one mag killed, but the manner of hig deat 
made a great impression on all present. 
There wase — 2 — in the crowd aud 
N fle. men slunk away. Again the Major was 
urged to order an advanes or a volley, but he 
hesitated, and in an instant che oters had 
again gathered courage, a big, red-shirted 
fellow sprang tothe front and yelled to his 
comrades to come on. 
SUPPRESSING THE RIOT. 

„At this — most fortunately for us, the 
Major was knocked down and another officer, 
whose name il have forgotten, took command. 
Jie instantly ordered a charge of shrapnel 
t) be rammed ontop of the powder and, as 
the crowd surged forward, gave the order to 
fre. But one discharge was needed. The 
sirapne! fairly plowed its way throu 
the crowded street. There was a wha 
fhriek of terror and in an instant 
the threatening mob was turned into a stru 
king mass of fugitives. Our infantrymen afd 
not advance, contenting themselves with 
*. eping upasbarp fire on the windows. but a 
platoon o — A policemen, which had been 
©o- operating with us, char ed up the street, 
and used their clubs ep!lendidly. Their billies 
sounded on the heads of the fleeing rioters as 
ta hundred bottles were being cracked, and 
in ive minutes the street was 
clear. We never knew how many 
were killed and wounded, as the bodies were 
carried off by their friends. The undertakers 
raid that over 100 funerals took place in the 
lower parts of the town within a week, while 
the doctors were kept busy, and the hospitals 
led with those — from gunshot 
wounds and blows from clubs, All 
who were hurt said that their 
injuries had been received 
accident, and inquiry was never pushed. 
After we returned to our quarters we talked 
over the events of the day, and every one 
agreed thata single volley or asharp bayonet 
charge at the 2 would bave saved 
scores of lives. fe were taught one thing,

‘THE FISHERIES TREATY. 


What President Cleveland Can Do to Re- 
taliate om the Canadians. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Dtsrarcn. 

WASHINGTON? D.C., May 2.—If the Repub- 
licans in this State insist on the rejection of 
the fisheriés treaty, as is said to be their in- 
tention, and if the Canadians thereupon 
continue their annoyance of American 
fishermen, there is likely to be a demand for 
such a proclamation of retaliation as the last 
Congress authorized. The act of Congress 


authorizes the President by proclamation to 
do any or all of several things. He may 
— nee vessels entrance into American 
po 


either sea or lake porte; or he 
ma deny entrance to Canadian fish, fresh or 
galt, ‘‘or any other product! of Canada; or 
inciude in the exclusion all goods 
coming frem Canada, whether her products 
or not. The act empowers him to apply the 
exciusion to any or all of the points named, 
or to qualify and omit as be thinks best, but it 
really gives him the power to lay an embargo 
against Canada, not only in respect to her 
products, but also against the entry of any 
oods or products whatever from Canada 
fato the United States. That it is to say, 
under the act of Cae he may puta stop 
to Canadian ra ads carrying even 
American products from the West to 
Eastern seaports. The language ofthe act is 
that he ma 2 into auy port or 
place of the United tes of fresh or salt fish 
or any other product of said Dominion or 
other goods coming from said Dominien to 
the United States. Thus he may, by —— 
lamation, stop at once the large freighting 
business of the Canadian roads by which they 
c grain and other products from Chicago, 
Bt. Louls and other points in the Western 
United States through Canada back into the 
Eastern U pited States. 

As the act gives him the power of ergy | 
which of all the exclusions he shall direct, it 
is said to be his intention, if be finds it neces- 
sary to issue a proclamation, to begin by 
= the exclusion of all other goods. 
That would put a summary stop to the 
Canadian railroads and vessels carrying 
American grain and other products from 
our Western States to Eastern American 
seaports. It would be the hardest 
blow he could deal, because it would 
be dealt, not at the people of the 
maritime provinces, who would like nothing 
better than to be on good terms with us, but 
all the stockholders of the Canadian railroads, 
whoare largely the people in the Canadian 
Government in authority in Ottawa.

FARMER HILL’S VICTORY. 


A New York Court Decides Against the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New York, May 2.—The case of the Govern- 
ment Bureau of Animal Industry against Fin- 
berry Hill of West Chester County was decided 
on Monday by Judge Brown at Newburg in 
the latter’s favor. The bureau established 
under an act of Congress in 1834 was founded 
for the purpose of preventing the spread of 
pleuro-pneumonia and other contagious dis- 
eases among cattle. The breau, 

under the provisions of the 
and the law of 1878 in 
this State, instructed its corps of inspectors to 
quarantine, tag and number all cattie in the 
counties of New York, Kings, Queens, Rich- 
mond and West Chester. But when these in- 
spectors came to the farm of Finberry Hill in 
est Ohester they were stopped by the own- 
er, who acted under the advice of his lawyer, 
Mr. Henry C. Henderson of West Chester. The 
inspectors returned with the Sheriff, but met 
with no better success. Then the Grand-jury 
indicted Hill for resisting the Sheriff in the dis- 
charge of his duty and Mr. Keogh of this city 
was retained for the Government. 

Hill's counsel demurred to the indictment 
and the argument on the demurrer came be- 
fore Judge Brown on April 20. Mr. Henderson 
argued that the law of 1884 did not extend to 
this State, and that the State law of 1878 was 
void where the Government failed to comply 
with ite requirements. Judge Brown on Mon- 
Gay rendered a decision sustaining the de- 
murrer and a ving Farmer Hill’s resist- 
anceto the infpectors. Forty of these are 
thus declared to have been acting without 
authority of law, and actions will be brought 
* some of them for trespass. 

r. Henderson, in speaking of the decision, 
said that under ita good many salaried om. 
als, known as cattle inspectors, would find 
themselves out of a job. The laws of the 
bureau were a farce. If a man was in with the 
ring all he had to do was to run a diseased cow 
into a poor herd and report the case. The 
Government inspectors took the cattle off his 
hands at #0 apiece, more than they were 
‘worth. If a farmer was not with the ring he 
— — lost bis cattle without adequate compen- 
sation.

VISIT TO GERMANY.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, May 2.—My correspondent at Berlin 

writes: Tue Queen’s visit, which by the 
way, was officially announced to be purely 
private in order to avoid dispute about social 
etiquette and precedence, has brought about 
a temporary reconeiliation between the Em- 
press and the Crown Prince, and it may be 
hoped that Queen Victoria, who is known to 
bea woman of much common sease when 
dealing with affairs of other people, has im- 
pressed upon her oldest daughter the neces- 
sity which exists for her to take more pains 
to ‘conciliate German suceptibilities, So far 
the new Empress bas pot been aesuccess. 
The improvement in the Emperor’s 
health is merely temporary, and 
here is now no hope of Dis 
life being prolonged for more than a few 
weeks. Ali kinds of ridiculous stories are 
being circulated about him, and I hnve the 
best authority for stating that the interviews 
with the Court Chaplain, in which he is al- 
leged to have desired that his release 
might be prayed for, never took place,and the 
tales of his pathetic messages to Field Mar- 
shal Von Blumenthal and to His Majesty's old 
valet are pure fiction. The Queen was re- 
ceived here with marked indifference. 
But the authorities were so afraid 
of hostile demonstrations that the 
announcements as to Her Majesty’s arrival 
and subsequent movements were purposely 
as Vague as possibie, and it was given out that 
the royal train would come tothe West End 
station in order that the crowd might be at- 
tracted there, whereas, the real place of 
arrival was Charlottenburg. The Queen's 
Highland attendants and Indian servants 
drove to the palace in a royal carriage and 
they excited more interest than anybody else, 
and have been the theme of endless specula- 
tion. The Queen was closcted with Prince 
Bismarck for an hour, but nobody can possibly 
be aware offwhat passed between them. It 
will be well, however, ifamicable relations 
are thoroughly restored, for 1 hear that Count 
Munster, who has just returned to Paris, has 
expressed to Prince Bismarck his firm con- 
viction thatif Gen. Boulanger triumphs he 
willnot venture to attack Germany, but will 
give vent tothe Revanche fever which pre- 
vails in France by making himself generally 
troublesome te England, particularly in 
Egypt. All idea of removingthe Emperor to 
Hamburg or Wiesbaden has been abandoned 
since his last relapse, and it he ever leaves 
Charlottenburg it will be for the Neue Palais 
at Potsdam, where he could be conveyed by 
road.’’ b

THE POPE AND THE IRISH. 

There can be no doubt that the Pope’s de- 
cision about the Irish question is the result of 
an intrigue. The Duke of Norfolk was sent to 
Rome to congratulate the Pope on his jubilee. 
He used the fact of his official position to urge 
on His Holiness the necessity of active inter- 
ference on behalf of Balfourism in Ireland. 
There were times when the Tory party would 
never have dreamed of humbly imploring the 
Pope to come to their aid in their dealings 
with a portion of the subjects of the realm and 
la their endeavors to secure themselves in 
office. So anxious are the Tories to defeat the 
policy of Mr. Gladstone and to hinder him 
from ever being again Prime Minister that 
they would not only go to Rome for allies, but 
to the place of eternal punishment, if they 
thought that their appeal to the Prince ot 
Darkness would convert Satan (if he is not al- 
ready one), into a Liberal-Unionist. 

THE COMING DRAWING-ROOM. 

The drawing-room of next Wednesday will 
be notable for the absence of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, who will not have re- 
turned to London from their expedition into 
Glasgow and Blackburn. The Queen will 
probably receive the whole of the company, 
as only asmall attendance is expected. But 
if Her Majesty shouid get tired, the later ar- 
rivals will be roceived by Princess Christian. 
The first State ball will probably be given on 
Thursday, the Sist, and the first concert on 
Wednesday, June 6. 

A FOOLISH REPORT. 

There is no shadow of foundation for the 
report that the Prince of Wales contemplates 
a visit to America next year in company with 
the- Duke of Sutherland. The Princess of 
Wales has prolonged her stay at Sandringham 
forafortnight beyond the date which was 
originally fixed for her arrival in town. The 
Princess is becoming more and more attached 
to her country home, and to the quiet do- 
mestic lite which she leads there with her 
daughters when there are no guests.
